The Prince-the ſame day commanded Captain M— to

November the Eighth , che Prince came from Chudleigh to- 
wards: Exeter with che greateſt part of his Army atteridinghim, 
and about oneof the clock Entred at thei/eftgate of the City, 
welcomed with loud Acclamations of the People; The man- 
ner of his publitk Entrance into Exeter was as follows.:
